SLOWER TO ENLIST 


Men Turning Back 


Upon the Army Under 


New Service Plan.

a considerable falling off in enlistments 
und re-enlistments of recruits under 
the new* law which lengthens the term 
of service.

under the new law show enlistments 
mid re,-cnllstmenlH lo have been 1,267, 
a Hilling off of 1,029 ns compared with 
November, 1911. The total number for 
October, 101*2, was 1,698. These com- 
parisons show a falling off of about £10 
per cent, for November, 1912, as com- 
pared with November, 1911, and about 
25 per cent, for November. 1012, as 
compared with October, 1912.
